When, 
on the contrary, she had a‘ bad husband who 
refused to maintain her, the only recognition of 
her grievance allowed her by the law ‘was a per- 
mission to go into the workhouse, after which, 
not for her own protection, but for that of the 
ratepayers, an order of maintenance could be 
made against her husband which she might or 
might not be able to enforce. Thus, long before 
the war broke out (though only Suffragists. ex- 
posed this) the financial system of the home 
was flagrantly unjust to, the wife.’

is registered, the first and foremost condition is

trade; if diseased, she is ‘sent to a hospital in 
Paris-as to prison, and is a prisoner till cured.
